A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States, 

Claims 1-3, 5-6, 13, 15-16, 17, 19, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US 40541 76 (Van Huisen). 

Van Huisen discloses a geothermal power system comprising a plurality of 
thermal wells 10, each having a heat exchanger. The productions of the wells is 
programmed cyclical manner so that some are in heat exchange phase while others are 
in thermal recovery phase. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4-5, 7-12, 14, 18, 20, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over U.S. 4054176 (Van Huisen). Van Huisen discloses all the claimed 

subject matter as set forth above, but does not disclose the specific setting periods as 

claimed. However, it would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a 

person having ordinary skill in the art to set the recovery periods in Van Husen in the 

specific manner as claimed for the purpose of achieving appropriate work output. 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 

applicant's disclosure. US 4051677, Davidson, Hubbard, US 3765477, disclose thermal 

wells being used for producing energy.
